But especially in the last 40 years, 
certain of the more aggressive Jews have 
formed groups, one of whose chief aims is 
to mold the American Republic into some- 
thing very different from what it has al- 
ways been. These have been the chief ele- 
ments in creating friction and even hatred

among various groupsin America. They 
have prated about “bias,” “prejudice,” 
_. “anti-Semitism,” -and “hatred; when, in 


fact, most of the hostility and “hatred” has 
been on the part of many fanatical Jewish 
leaders, whose intolerance toward either 
- Jews or non-Jews who disagreed with them 
has been great indeed. They have not hesi- 
tated even to take America into situations 
which, if not checked, will involve us in war. 

Rather curiously, some of the more ag- 
gressive Jewish leaders and organizations 
clearly make great efforts to prevent any 
discussion about Jews. They so resent even 
the mention of the word, Jews, by non- 
Jews, as to raise several questions—ques- 
tions which effect all Americans. 

To avoid facing the facts and speaking 
out plainly on this subject now would be a 
disservice to all America. It would be an 
act of cowardice! 

















Never in history has a country offered 
greater opportunity to the peoples of all 
countries including, if not especially, the 
Jews in the U.S. In fairness to all Ameri- 
cans, including Jews themselves, we propose 
to set forth certain facts and discuss them. 

In the past 40 years Jews have become 
a mighty force in this land—a force out of 
all proportion to their alleged numbers. In 
recent years the American Jewish Com- 
mittee furnished figures, which have been 
published in the World Almanac and else- 
where, to the effect that there are 5,200,000 
Jews in the United States. In the World 
Almanae of 1943, the number of Jews 
(figures from the Jewish Statistical Bureau 
of the Synagogue Council of América) was 
stated to have been 4,770,000 in 1937. Thus, 
there was an admitted increase in the fol- 
lowing 21 years of only 430,000, or less 
than ten per cent. The increase in the popu- 
lation of the U. S. as a whole during this 
21 year period was thirty per cent. This 
suggests that the estimate of Jewish popu- 


lation for 1958 of 5.200. 000 is at least_ 
~ questionable. y ; 


One of the best authorities in this 
country on immigration is the present 
Chairman of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities, Representative Francis 
E. Walter of Pennsylvania. Mr. Walter 
stated in the Reader’s Digest for May 1953 
that there were then some three to five mil- 
lion aliens illegally in the U.S. The question 
arises as to the race or religion of these. 

It is an interesting fact that on Nov. 8, 
1943, an order was issued to the Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service by the then 
U.S. Commissioner of Immigration and 
Naturalization, with the approval of At- 
torney General Biddle, to the effect that 
the statistics kept by that service on immi- 
grants who had been admitted into the 
U.S. should no longer contain, as separate 
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In May 1953 Rep. Walter, at present, 
the Chairman of the Committee on Un- 
American Activities, said that there were 
then 3 to 5 million illegal aliens in the U.S.
